Ina brilliant literary career 
he had sustained the high dignity 
of true German culture, He re- 
matned true to his convictions, 
and for refusing to bow to what 
ye eansidered to be barbaric con- 
ceptions, and to forces “which 
have devastated Gernuiny  intel- 
leclually, politically and morally,” 
he was outlawed and his property 
was contiscated,
